Affiſtants, above fourſcore French and Iriſh Incendiaries, who burot and plundred 
the City of Londox x5 and namely,* Marten Debamet,Fringemaker,the Frenchman, 
who fired his own Lodgivg, apprehended in the Fact, aud delivered to the Guards 


The two Peters who fired their 
own Lodgings upon Szow hill,having firſt removed all their Goods,ſave the Pallat 
they lay on ; apprehended by Mr. C. then one of the Guards, but reſcued by his

This Martin de Hamet, or Andrew Somers,(for both thoſe Names 
were found in his Indenture) was an Indenture-Covenant Seryant, to Claud Laxt 
of the Pariſh of Sr. Leonard Shoreditch, a French Fringe-maker and for better 
convenience to carry on the Fire, and to get Arms to be uſed in the Maſſacre, in 
caſe the French, then aboard their Fleet, had landed, and che the King thereupon 
bin aſſaſſinated, had taken a Lodging in Robiz-Hoods Court in Shoe-lane, with 
che then Turn-ſpit of one of the Inns of Court ; and firing his own Chamber, 
locked up his Door, and was taken going away with the Key, and his Indentures 
in his Pocket; and hadentred himſelf in Captain Burron's Company of the Auxi- 
liaries in Shoe-/ane, The like may be preſumed of many more of theſe Incendia- 
ries. This Memorandum is more eſpecially commended to the Officers of the 
Trained-Bands and Auxiliaries of London ; becauſe a very wiſe Man, and princi- 
pal Counſellor to ene of the German Princes, hath, in a Book he publiſhed in 
French, affirmed, That there are many ſuch Frezch Papiſts in the City of London, 
who it'time of danger would turn to their Enemies and frght againſt them; and 

now only wait for the King's Death, or other opportunity to finiſh what they 
un and deſigned againſt their Houſes and Lives, by Fire and Maſſacre in the 


Year 1666.

Courteous Reader, 


E pleaſed to take notice that this following Hiſtory of the Maho- 
metan Aſſaſſins, and their Parallel with the Papal, , was moſt of it 
inſerted in Dr, E. Tong's Royal Martyr, as Appendix thereunto : 
For in the Treatiſe wricten partly about the Yeap 1672, and partly 
about the time of his Majeſty's gracious Declaration for Indul- 
gence,he endeavoured to diſcaver and prevent,if poſſible, in ſome 

meaſure the Horrid Plots ever ſince the Reformation, and more eſpecially in the 

Reign of our Royal Martyr Charles the Firſt, carried on againſt the Royal Family, 

and ſtill continued until this day, for the ruive and deſtruction of our Religion, 

and therewith of our Laws, Liberties, and Proprieties, therein ncceſſarily invol- 
ved ; and charged the Roman Emiſlaries to have deſigned all along ſince the Re- 
formation, the Traiterous Parricide of our Proteftagt Princes, and namely, of 

King Charles the Firft, as well as King James, and Queen Elizabeth, and therein 

endeavoured to fortify the Teſtimony of the Reverend Dr, Meulin againſt them 


in that particular, diſcountenanced Yy Wauys and 1{o ſedulouſly ſuppreſſed by 
others, that when he endeavoured to promote'an Edition of it about the time of 


the London Fire, he found it very dithcult to obtain\a: Copy whereby it might be 
reprinted. And to the better awakening Publick Authority to ſuch a Diſcovery 
and Prevention as he intended, He judged it convenient to ſet out this Parallel of 
our Modern Papal, with their Anceſtoxs, the more Ancient Mabometan Aſſaſſins. 


- The Mahometan cannot be denied the honour of the firſt-born of the Devil, the 


Murderer from the beginning it chis Tribe of Regicides, though 1 find one of 
chem envy him the Title, and allow tiaonly tobe-an Ape of the Pope and Je- 
ſuits : But that theſe younger Brethren, and Succeſſors from Rome, have far 
out-gone him in Principles and PraQtices, cannot be denied, as will be more 
clearly made.out, when Dr. Oates ſhall be at leafure to perfe& his Narrative of 
what he hath collected of their Practices in this kind from their own Archieves ; 
by which it will appear, to admiration, moſt true, "what John propheſied of that 
bloody City, That all the Blood of God's Martyrs is found in her 5 who hath not 
only publickly ſtruck at the Crowned Heads of all the Defenders of our Faith, 
but inceſſantly perſued and ſought to intercept all our budding Hopes, ſuch as 
were thoſe we conceived of Edward the Sixrh,' and Prince Henry, There thou 
wilt find that hardly any of our Royal Lice hath hicherto eſcaped their Heads,or 
bin unattempted by them, if they came near the Succeſſion, or gave hopes of zeal 
for our Religion. 

This Diſcourſe now ſeaſonably, as I hope, committed to the Preſs, is in parti- 
cular deſigned to ſtir up our Parliament, to provide more ſtrict and effectual 
Means for preventing thelike Actempts for the future, as in duty they are obli- 
ged, andto propoſe to our Princes, the generous Example of the Noble Albor, 
that they may diligently apply their Power and Authority, to ſuppreſs, extin- 
guiſh, and revenge this ſhame co Humanity, Chriſtianity, Morality, and Policy,as 


well 
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well as Religion,from the face of the Earth. That Blefling and Succeſs with which | 


it pleaſed God to promote the Docor's weik Endeavours in this kind, in his 
farmer Writings, encourages him to proceed, notwithſtanding the Envy, Ma- 
lice, and many other great Fee = rin. he finds himſelf f. 
and more expoſed to, His Royal tyr was, it notthe only nor chief, yer not 
the leaſt Incentive to Mr. Oates's Adventure amongſt them , who in the preſence 
of a Learned and Famous Divine, did call God to witneſs, That he went nor 
into their Soczety to change his Religiov, but to diſcover,if he could, this deteſtable 
Plot, of which he had ſome Hints from others, and found more tully laid out, 
and by Hiſtorical Obſervations on the Sufferings of Charles the Firſt from the 
Romem(is, endeavoured to be made out and demonſtrated to publick view in the 
Do&or's ſaid Book. And as this was ſome motive to ſ&gqd. him abroad, ſo the 
Dodtor's Tranflation of the Jeſuits Moy als,(to be cher Mjerf and promoted 
by a Satyrical Index preparcd for that purpoſe, aud intendedto be publithed with 
the third and beit part of thoſe Morals not yet printed) was a principal means 
whereby that happy — got ſcaſonable liberty to return and diſcover 
this Plot: for they who had kept him ſo claſe during his abode in Loxdoz, in 
atrendance on their Conſultations in the Month of April and May, (that he by 
Providence only: found Teſtimony of his being here) did watch and keep him 
ſo ſtrily at their College at St. Omers, till June 1678, that thereon they moſt 
confidently built their lately diſproved Afſertion, That he never ſtirred thence :

God of his iofinite 
Mercy to his Majeſty,theſe Churches and Kingdoms, hath thus far preſerved us z 
If henceforth either by our own troward Contentions, or negligent Spirits, we 
fruſtrate the opportunity he hath opened for our eſcape, and attend not after Gra- 
titude to God, Loyalty to our Prince, and mutual Charity and Toleration, the 
means of preſerving and uniting God's Servants, and his Majeſty's true Lieges ; 
(ſo many as are found amongtt us, in that Bond of Chriſt's Perfe&ion and 
Strength) and to ſuch provifion and execution of good Laws, as may utterly ex- 
cerminate and extinguiſh this curſed order of barbarous bloody Popiſh Regicides, 
Aſſaflins, Spies, and Incendiaries, our ſecond Error will be certainly worſe than 
the firſt, and we ſhall juſtly provoke God, by tempting him, through negle& of 
Means, ſo unexpectedly offered us, to.give us up to Jo folly which is the im- 
mediate forerunner of a certain ruin ; which God of his unexpeſſable undeſeryed 
Mercy prevent. Amen. | 

As for the Door, he doth boldly proteſt, Liberavi animam meam, that he 
hath, by conſtant attendance on Parliament, according to his Station, for many 
Years, offered certain and infallible Means, for the execution of all good Laws, 
wiſely contrived by our Anceſtors, for the Glory of God, Honour and Safety of 
our King and Kingdom, and defeated in a great part by negligence in their dege-

Turks, called Aſſafini, (whence we ſay to 4ſſafinate ) 
They lived in the Mountains of Phentcis towards Tyre, Their Government and 
chiefeſt Laws were theſe : | 

Their Governor, or Maſter, was not Hereditary, but Elective. 

He, under the notion of Humility, as if he would be only the Servant of yer- 
vants, refuſed all lofty Titles, being only called, The Old Map of the Moun- 
Farms. - 

He was honoured and worſhipped as Vicar of Mahomer, and fo their Father 


and Prophet, 
They pretended to be ſuch exact obſervers of their Turkiſh and Mahometan 


Laws, that all others ſeemed but as meer Cheats, : or Nomconformiſts in reſpe of 


them. 
They were led with that blind Obedience, that they never queſtioned their 


Maſter's Commands, were the Action never ſo dangerous, difficulc, or wicked ; 


and they never left off till it was finiſhed, 
Any Prince whom they either hated, or thought to be no Friend to them, or 
their Party, upon the leaſt hint they would murder, though they were furc to 


ſuffer for it, | | 
Whoſoever murdered a Prince that was not of their Religion,they believed him 


to have the ſecond Place, next to Mahomer, in Paraa!ſe. 
For they alſo beheve that the Old Man, their Head and Prophet, could alſo 


diſpoſe of Paradiſe. 
'Tis ſaid that this Set was long ago deſtroyed by the Tartars ; and whether 


any who call themſelves Chriſtians have eſpouſed their Tenents, I ſhall not ſay. 
Thus far my Author. 
Marcus Paulus Venetus, 2 his firſt Book of the Eaſtern Regions, Chap. 27. 
gives us thu Relation of the Mahometan Cut-throats, whom they called 
Aſſafins. 


| \ * Certain petty Lord of thoſe Countries, commonly called 7he Old Max of 
the Mountains, a Mabometan, joined unto him a number of Cur-throats, 


| whom they vulgarly called Aſſaſins , and by their untameable boldneſs, killed 


whom he pleaſed , ſo that in a ſhort time he became a terror to all. Now, he 
brought that about by this Impoſture. There was in that Country a certain moſt 
pleaſant Valley, eneompaſſed round with very high Mountains ; within which 
he planted a very great and pleaſant Garden, repleniſhed with odoriterous Elow- 
ers, ſweet Fruits, and other delightful Herbs, He built alſo in that Garden cer- 


 wamextraordinary Palaces, wonderfully adorned with Piures, and ſpared no- 


thing that might be for ornament unto them. Neither was there wanting to that 


Garden, and thoſe Palaces, divers running Streams flowing with Water, Hony, 
Wine 
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Wine, and Milk ; nor divers Inſtruments of Artificial Muſick, with mellodious 
Tunes and Songs 3 Dancings, Vaultings, Wreſtlings ; rich Garments, and won- 
derful proviſion of all delightful Things ; not to ſtand in enumerating other car- 
nal and fle(hly Pleaſures, { for ſo this modeſt Author pafſeth over all the other 
| ſenſual Luſts, rather chan Pleaſures,. wherewith the brutiſh Fancy of that 
Impoſtor Mahomet, did accommodate both his Laws, and Paradiſe it ſelf, unto 
bis rude and barbarous Diſciples). All which certain young Men, there placed 
by him, did cojoy, according as they belt liked ; neither had they any other Im- 
ploiment, than to live and enjoy that happy Life, giving no place to any Grief, 
There was alſo a very ſtrong Caſtle purpoſely erected in the entrance of this 
Garden, kepr and ſtrengchned with a diligeut Guards The Iogreſs and Egreſs of 
this Garden lay through chis Caſtle, 
This Old Man, whoſe Name was Aloadrn, kept alſo certain young and va- 
liant Men, of bold and undaunted Spirit, whom he did crain up to this very 
urpoſc, that they might execute that deteſtable deſign which he had formed in 
is Mind. He took care to have them inſtructed in the wieked Law of Mihomet ; 
with promiſes to ſuch as obſerve and keep it,of all carnal Pleaſures in the Life ro 
come. And that he might make them more obedient to him, and to undertake 
any thing he pleaſed, at the peril of their Lives. He, at his pleaſure, cauſed 
them, or ſome of them, to have a certain Drink given them ,z by which ghey be- 
ing intoxicated, became ſenſleſs, and oppreſſed wich heavy and deep fleep : In 
the mean time chey were brought into chat Garden, who, their ſleep being over, 
when they ſaw themſelves converſe and: live amongſt ſuch great pleaſures, they 
alſo thought themſelves to be caught up into the Paradiſe of God, to live with 
Mahomet their Law-giver, and to enjoy thoſe Delights which he promiſed them 
to ſay no more, they rejoiced that they were delivered out of the miſeries of the 
World, and now did live another and bleſſed Life. But after they had, for a 
few days, bin made acquainted with rheſe Pleaſures, the Old Man gave again, 
to ſuch as be pleaſed, to drink of the aforeſaid intoxicating Drivk, and brought 
them, being thereby made ſenfſle(s, back again out of that Paradiſe, They then, 
whea come to themſelves, remembring what and how great Pleaſures they had 
for a little time enjoyed, grieved above meaſure, and were mage exceeding ſad, 
That they were not allowed the perpetual enjoyment of thoſe Delights; and 
were willing to undergo Death it felt, ſo they mignt always lead that life they 
bad only a little taſted, Then the Tyranc,. who feigned himſelf to be a Pro- 
phet of God, ſaid unto them, Hear m2, and be not ſad, If you be ready to under - 
go Death without fear, when it ſhall be inflifted on you for your Obedience unto me, 
1 declare, and promiſe you, That you ſhall be made partakers of thoſe Joys which 
you ſaw only for a ſeaſon, So theſe wretched Men, accounting Death as Gain, 
there could be nothing ſo hard enjoined them, which they would not willingly 
.undergo to attain this bleſſed Life. This Tyrant therefore abuſed the ſaid Men 
to the committing of innumerable Murders, becauſe they proſtituting their tem- 
poral Lives, contemned Death it ſelf ; and did, at the command of that Ty- 
rant, make ſuch havock and deſtruction all about in that Country, that they 
were formidable to all Men, and no Man durſt reſiſt their madneſs , ſo it came to 
paſs,that many Countries and powerful Perſons became tributary te that Tyrant,

- But in the Year of our Lord 1262, Alan, King of the Tartars, with a mighty 
Army belieged the Caſtle of this Tyrant, deſirous to exterminate ſo great a 
Danger out of thoſe Parts where he lived, and-after three Years took him, with 
all his Aſſaſſins, for Victuals failed them, and ucterly deſtroyed the Place, and 


killed the Men.

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Some Mahometan Writers do fay, That the Siege continued above thirty 
Yeais, aud chat they were compelled to furrender, not for want of Viduals, but 
of Cloathing. 

Haitho che Armenian, who was preſent in the Tartarian Army, tells us who 
this Aller was, and that albeit he made his Conqueſs of Per/jia, and the Neigh- 
bour Countries in a few Years, yet the Aſſaſſins held out in a long Siege. His 


words in his 24th Chapter of his Eaſter» Hiſtory are theſe : 


Haolon (Marcus Paulus Venetus calls him Allan) Brother to Mango Can, took 
all choſe Countries, (in the Empire of Perfia and its Confines) until he came 
to the Country of the Aſſaſſivs. Now theſe Aſſaſſins are 1»fide/s that have nei- 
ther Law'nor Faith, bur only ſo as their Prince and Lord inſtructed them, who 
was called Sexmontins (or perhaps Senex de Montibus, the Old Man of the Moan- 
tains, (as Marcus Paulus Venetus) or, Lord of the Six Mountains) at whole plea- 
ſure and command they did treely and readily give up themſelves to Death. For 
the aforeſaid Aſſaſſins, had a certain invincible Forr, called Tigado ; which Fort, 
or Caſtle, was provided of all Neceſſaries, and fo ſtrong, that ir could not be 
aſſaulted on any fide, Haolon therefore commanded a certain Captain of thoſe 
Tartars, who were the Guard of the Kingdom of Perſis, which he had ſubdued, 
ſent thither by him, to take ten thouſand of them, and with them to beftege 


- that Caſtle, and by vo means to depart from it till he had taken ir. Thence it 


 Piety, I muſt here affirm, Thar as the Court of Rowe, 2n 


came to paſs that thoſe Tartars continued in that Siege Summer and . Winter for 
the ſpace of 27 Years. And ſoar length the 4ſſaffins were compelled to ſarren- 


der their Fortreſs, only for want of Cloathing, and not for want of Victuals, or 
any other Cauſe, 


The Application of this Story, I ſhall leave to the ingenuity of the Reader, 
after he hath read and farther conſidered this, with the foregoing brief Deſcrip-

The Pope as he is a Chimera, made up of ſeveral brutiſh Powers and Parts, ſo 
his Chimerical Kingdom, part Civil, part Eccleſiaſtical, part Spiritual, wars up- 
on his Adverſaries by Weapons of all theſe ſorts at once, with the Sword of his 
Aſſaſſin Monks and Jeſuits, Biſhops, Arch-Biſhops, and all Miſhonaries, ſworn 
Foes to all his Enemies at his Alcars (as Hanibal of old by his Father againſt 
Rome) betore he ſend them thence, againſt their Lives : With theſe alſo, and 
other Inſtruments, againſt their Policy, and with his Spiricual Engines, Lyes

appearing as Miniſters of Chrift. By theſe Works they may: be known ; The 
Roman Wolf, tor all his Sheeps Cloathing, is eafily diſcerned by us,by his devou- 
ring Teeth, and bloody Chaps, from a Shepherd, The Dragon in the Revelation, 
who though he had the Lamb's Voice and Horns, had the Dragon's beaſtly and 
dreadful Shape, devouring Mouth, and formidable Claws, could not poflibly be 
miſtaken for Chriſt's Vicar by any, but who had firſt given up their Faith to ly- 
ing Legends ; Reaſon, ro his ſeducing Orators ; and Senſe, to his jugling Impo- 
ſtors, to be led by their Noſes into his Mouth. A ſtrange Religion in the mean 
time that is, which requires for its firſt Principle, that ye unman your ſelf, re- 
nounce Scuſe and Reaſon, not in Matters of Faith, but in thoſe which are moſt 
properly by God and Nature ſubjected and objefted to them. And that they 
may worſhip Stocks, firſt cransform themſelves into Blocks. This Roman Circe, 
to the end that the may keep Men in Vaſlalage, under her filthy Luſts of Pride, 
Ambition and Tyranny, to ſerve her in thoſe her unſatiable Paſſions, turns: all 
her Levers into every Brutal and Feral Shape and Nature, the fartheſt ſhe can 
poſſible trom that of Humane and Rational : Some ſhe indulges with Wine and 
Women, till they be transformed to Swine and Dogs , ſome the tranſports with 
the fury of her Love, into ravenous and devouring Wolyes, Bears, and Lions. 
Such were the Powder-Traytors, and the Afſaſtins we ſpeak of. And here follows 
one of her Spells, whereby the practiſes to make thoſe prodigious Metamorphoſes 
which are hardly to be believed by any who bave not bin ſad SpeRacles, or Spe- 
Rators at leaſt of her Sorceries. a | 

In this, as in a Mirror, we may partly ſee how our brave Engliſh Spirits of the 
nobleſt Families ( ſuch as Sir Everard Digby appears to have bin by bis Letters ) 
are tranſported by them to ſuch Extaſies of horrid Zeal, as to blow up whole 
Kingdoms, Kings, and Royal Families, with their Parliaments, at once ; and 
thiok ſuch a Detign to be the-beſt of Cauſes, and the moſt glorious Undertakirg 
that ever animated Heroick Breſts ; and to eſteem Kivgs, Princes, Nobles, and 
all the choice Gentry of their Native Country, whereot many were their neareſt 
Relations and Allies, as ſo many Vermin not worthy the leaſt pitty, not worth 
the ſaving. And Ithink, on this occaſion, it will not be improper tor me to re- 
cord, Julius Ceſar Vaninus, a Noble Spaniard, and DoGor of both their- Laws, 
the Civil and Canon, amongſt our Powder-Traytors, who is ſo far from denying, 
that he glories aud boaſts of it, not doubting to compare himſelf for it with, and 
aſſume to himſelf the ſame fervour of ſacred Zeal and Charity, which at once 
animates and illuſtrates the moſt Holy Martyrs.

And here we may ſee what quarter we are to expect from all thoſe ſupercili- 
ous Factions, who Unchurch all Chriſtians who ſymbolize not with them in all 
their Ceremonies, and fiercely Excommunicate them, as Lytherans do the Catue- 
niſts at this day, That I may ſay nothing of our Opinioniſts, who found Domi- 
nion in Grace, and run from Rome in the Fool's Circle, till they overtake and 
out-go it.
